IS CRUSHED IN SPIRIT. 


Admiral Expresses Gratitude for 
Kind Treatment, but Is 
Unable to Conceal 
His Sorrow. 


TO BE TRANSFERRED TODAY. 


ADMIRAL CERVERA TALKS. | 
(From an interview at Portsmouth, 
N. H.) 

“You ask me* how I like ‘America 
and I answer that I have always liked, 


and I may say loved, your people, but 


this war has been a duty with me and 
the men under me. . 

“I knew that the American fleet 
cléarly outclassed us, but it was a ques- 
tion of fighting either inside or outside 
the harbor. I have many friends in 
America and have only the kindliest 
feelings for them, but every man hasa 
duty to perform to his country and all 
Spaniards tried to perform that duty. 

‘There has been much feeling in 


Spain, and I want all Spain to know the | 


truth: that every ship of my squadron 
fought until the last and when we could 
do no more we surrendered. 

“TT have much interest to know the 
exact situation in Spain. Captain 
Goodrich has treated us all as well as 
any one could possibly betreated. My 
officers have occupied quarters in the 
saloon and cannot complain.” 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 10. ).—[Spectal. 
At 9 o'clock this morning the Stately United 
States steamship St. Louis, with Admiral 
Cervera, fifty of the officers, and 602 of the 
men of his ill-starred fleet on board as pris- 
oners of war, glided into Portsmouth harbor. 

It was not long before all Portsmouth was 


aware of the fact that the Spaniards who are 


to be imprisoned on Seavey’s Island had ar- 
rived. Tug boats, sail boats, row boats, 
launches, and every description of craft wer@ 
brought into requisition and the big ocean 
greyhound, which’ had anchored off Kittery 
Point, was all day surrounded by small boats, 
filled with sightsecrs. Only one man was’ 
allowed on board by Captain Goodrich, and 


}he was the health officer, Dr. F. 8..Towle. 


The prisoners were all below decks except 
the Spanish officers, who were a more 
comfortable quarters. 

Among the Spanish officers are Admiral 
Cervera, Captain Eulate of the Vizcaya, and 
the Captains of the Reina Mercedes, Cris- 
tobal Colon, and the Maria Teresa. * 

The prisoners are badly off for clothing, 
many of them being half naked, or in the 
condition in which they jumped from their 
burning ships and swam to shore after the 
terrific engagement with the United States 
fleet a week ago today. 

Admiral Cervera is now. wearing a blue 
serge civilian suit of American makeand a 
cap given him on board the St. Louis. The 
officers and crew of the Cristobal Colon ap-

Admiral Cervera and the other daicore will, 
be taken to Annapolis and there confined, 
while the Spanish sailors and marines will 
be landed tomorrow morning on Seavey’s 
Island. The Spanish surgeons and their as- 
sistants will also be landed on Seavey’s 


Island and will be expected to look after the 


health of the prisoners. This fact is caus- 
ing much satisfaction among the Spanish 
seamen. 


Cervera Expresses Gratitude. 


Admiral Cervera remained in his cabin 
during the trip. Health Officer Towle vis- 
ited him and was warmly greeted. He shook 
hands with the health officer and said he 
was situated pleasantly on the boat and had 
received nothing but the kindest ane most 
considerate treatment from both ‘officers 
and men ever since he had been taken pris- 
oner. He had not been feeling well for the 
last three or four days, he said, but expect- 
ed to be all right in a shorttime. He pre- 
sents the appearance of a broken-hearted 
man and keenly feels the loss of his fleet. 

Contrary to some of the newspaper stories, 


Admiral Cervera does not speak English. 


He knows the names of certain places in the 
United States and understands the names of 
some American dishes. 

During the voyage from Santiago here 
Captain Goodrich und the Admiral have con- 


. ducted their conversation in French, and as 


neither of them is proficient at that lan- 
guage they did not make good progress. 
The Admiral, when seen by THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent, was pacing the deck. He has 
gray hair and beard and iooks every inch 
like the pictures published in the news- 
papers. He is a trifle below the medium 
height and of stock build. 


Praise for the Vanquished Admiral. 


The officers of the St. Louis speak in the 
highest terms of Admiral Cervera. They say 
he is not only a brave naval officer but a 
thorough gentleman. Admiral Cervera has 
declined to submit to an interview, merely 
saying that he is grateful for the kind and 
courteous treatment accorded him by Cap- 
tain Goodrich and the officers of the St. 
Louis. 

Among the Spanish prisoners there are 
fifty sick and thérty-five wounded, who are 
being cared for in the hospital, which is lo- 
cated in the second ‘cabin saloon. There are, 
altogether, 1,086 persons on board the Bt. 
Louis. 

Captain Eulate of the Vizcaya is among the 
wounded. He has three quite serious inju- 
ries.

Washington, D. July 10.—[Spectal.]— 
Bombardment of Santiago and its defenses 
has at last begun. General José Toral, Mili- 
tary Governor of the Province of Santiago 
de Cuba, rather than submit to an uncondi- 
tional surrender chose to put his starving 
and disheartened army in jeopardy once 
more and pit it again in battle against the 
combined forces of the American army and 
navy. Generali Shafter’s dispatch embody- 


| ing General Toral’s refusal to surrender, re- 
ceived at 8 o’clock tonight by Generali Cor- 


bin, Adjutant General of the army,. con- 
tained the words which doom Santlagu, 
Linares, Toral, and the Spanish soldiery to 
death and destruction. It is believed that 
before midnight the city will be in possession 
of the American forces, at whose knees the 
vanquished Spaniards, perhaps, will be 
pleading for mercy, or as many of them who 
have the courage to remain and see the bat- 
tle through. 

General Shafter’s second message, which 
was received shortly before midnight, cre- 
ated much excitement at the War depart- 
ment among the officers on duty, but they 
were not surprised, as they are now becorm- 
ing familiar with Spanish tactics. It Was 
asserted that Toral's object in opening fire 
was simply intended to cover up retreat of 
his main forces, in which, however, the 
enemy will be forestalled by General Shaf- | 
ter, as he is in a position to completely block 
all roads northwest of Santiago, which is 
the only means of escape. 


General Garcia’s reports mentioned in 


Shafter’s dispatch are taken as further evi- 


dence that Toral and Linares contemplate 
escape westward into the interior. 

Toral's refusal to surrender was the culmi- 
nation of an effort to secure advantageous 
conditions, which would permit him to 
evacuate Spain’s last citadel in eastern Cuba 
with all his forces. His proposition rejected 
by the American General at the dictation of 
the President, he was driven to desperation 
and compelled to accept the inevitable with- 
out a proper conception of the unequal 
struggle before him, perhaps forgetful that 
his chief ally, Cervera and his fleet, had 
already gone down to destruction before the 
unerring fire of the American naval forces. 


. Bhafter Expected Refusal. 


General Shafter, in view of the unreason- 
able propositions suggested by the enemy, 
anticipated an emphatic refusal to his de- 
mand for nothing save an unconditional sur- 
render, and in frequent dispatches to Secre- 
tary Alger twice reported he had made a 


. careful survey of his lines and intrench- 


ments, which he said were impregnable to 
any onslaught the Spanish coulé make. It 
was plain, he stated, the Spaniards were 
merely parleying to gain time, without hope 
of receiving terms, and hence the message 
conveying Toral’s declination to give up his 
arms was no surprise either to the President 
or any of his advisers. 

During the period of truce Shafter and 
Sampson have hadevery opportunity to per- 
fect their plans, and when the bombardment 
began it must have been with tempestuous 
fury that shot and shell were sent shrieking 


into the doomed city, meting out death and 


destruction to the enemy’s forces. 
Shafter’s artillerists command the provin- 
cial capital and its outlying fortifications 
from the hills on the east and north, which 
extend in a ridge from the coast to the in- 
terior, sweeping in a semicircle around the 
enemy's intrenchments, both armies being 
separated by a distance which varies from 
400 to 700 yards. | 
Shafter’s forces, however, possess the ad- 
vantage. From their elevated positions the 
American artillerymen can deposit death- 
dealing shells into the Spanish intrench- 
ments and the city itself, while Sampson’s 
fleet at anchorage before the mouth of the 
channel will send shells from the big guns 


of the Indiana, Massachusetts, Iowa, Texas, 


Brooklyn, and Vesuvius, while the smaller 
guns concentrate their fire upon Morro Cas- 
tle, Estrella battery, and the other Spanish 
‘fortifications lining the harbor entrance. 


Sampson May Enter Harbor. 


It is possible Sampson did not enter the 
harbor, contenting himself with bombarding 
the city five miles distant from the sea by 
throwing shot and shells over the hills and 
cliffs into the city to assist Shafter in the 
preliminary attack, after which he would 
proceed to reduce the channel fortifications 
to permit the passage of light-draft vessels 
for the recovery of mines and torpedoes. 

It was Sampson's plan, however, to get into 
the harbor eventually, although he would 
demolish Morro and Estrella first by concen- 
trating such strong fire upon the towering 
banks on either side of the entrance that 
nothing could survive. In destroying the 
fortifications entirely he would remove some 
of the danger from mines and torpedoes, as 
the submerged defenses were electrically 
operated from the shore. It would be neces- 
sary to recoyer them from the channel, to- 


gether with the contact mines, before ven-. 


Auring into the harbor. entrance with the 
larger ships. Sampson intended to utilize 
the Vesuvius in this work, for its dynamite 
shells are capable of destroying anything 
within 2,000 yards from the striking distance, 
though less forceful under water. : 


Spaniards May Retreat. 
’Toral’s propositions to Shafter and for- 
warded to the President savor strongly of an 
intention to retreat through the hills toward 
the west as the last resort. 

Torai manifested insincerity throughout 
the entire negotiations, which came to an in+ 
glorious end this morning, and indicated, 
too, that he was convinced of the hopeless- 
ness of battling against a superior foe. In 
response to General Shafter’s demand for an 
unconditional surrender, which was prob- 
ably forwarded to Madrid, Toral ventured 
the proposition that he be allowed to evacu- 
ate Santiago with his arms and men and 
surrender on the road to Holguin, some 180 
miles northwest of the provincial capital 
It was a peculiar request, since it was not 
clear why Toral would rather surrender dur- 
ing retreat than in Santiago, unless it would

blockade. Manzanillo has until lately been 
‘unguarded and the Spanish have used it for 
a port of supplies. General Pando and his 
branch of the army are there. It,.was de- 
cided to lock the stable door last, and on 
Sunday, July 3, the Scorpion and Osceola 
were before the place. lit is on a long, deep 
bay, and a close examination by Captain 
Marix convinced him that its defense was 
one smal fort and four gunboats. 

On Sunday morning Captain Marix’ de- 
cided te go in after the gunboats and so 
signaled to Captain Purcell, eeoene Marix 
tells the story as follows: 

‘* Imagine our surprise upon finding instead 
of gunboats and a small! fort the shore filied 
with artillery and infantry. The fire we 
mowed into them was a desperate one, con- 
sidering that we did not have any protection 
for our men or the guns. For twenty-five 
minutes we staid at it, and 1 think we must 
have done a lot of damage. I had no pilot 
and could not-move in close. We were hit 
frequently and at last, when a shot had 
cleaned our galley and I saw that it was use- 
less to risk the men’s lives, we moved out. 

“The gunboats lay behind the hills In 
small coves and we could not get them. We 
moved out slowly and the fire ceased. The 
next morning we captured a large lighter and 
a sloop;filled with provisions. No attempt 
was made by the gunboats to come out to the 
defense of these ships. The Spanish steamer 
Purisima Concepcion, which had been 
around the coast looking for a place to land - 
money and provisions, is in the harbor and 
has discharged its cargo.”’

Plans to Shut Off Retreat. | 


Shafter has already provided for any con- 
tingency, such as a retreat by the Spaniards 
into the interior towards Holguin or Man- 
vanillo by way of the mountain pass on the 


west side of the bay opposite Santiago. It’ 


would be impossible for the enemy to re- 
treat through the El Cristo Pass at the 
nerth of the city, as it is guarded by Gen- 
eral Lawton and General Garcia with a 
strong force of American and Cuban sol- 
diers, and the only way open to Linares and 
Toral, as indicated by General Stone before 


his departure, would be by crossing the bay 


in ferryboats and tugs to the west shore and 
hasten into the interior. 


In this event Toral, military experts as- 


sert, would merely offer perfunctory resist- 
ance with a small force to attack from 
the east to cover up their retreat across the 
harbor. Shafter would not make immediate 
pursuit, but would permit the Spaniards to 
continue their flight, 
for immediate embarkation of troops when 
the city is captured. Toral, of course, would 
have to make his escape before Sampson 
succeeded in forcing the harbor, as it is 
probable that he would be compelled to 
leave some of his forces behind to fall into 
the hands of Shafter. 

Garcia would pursue the enemy and trail 
its forces, sending couriers to the coast 
tu inform Shafter of the rendezvous of the 
Spaniards and enable him to halt his trans- 
ports at a point where he could march di- 
rectly into the interior and sive battle to 
the fugitives. 

Reinforcements for Shafter will reach 
Santiago tomorrow, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, and if Toral and Linares have retreated 
Miles and Shafter will be in a position to 
take up the pursuit ‘at once. General Miles, 
with General Garretson's brigade on the 
Yale and Columbia, is scheduled to reach 
Santiago tomorrow evening or Tuesday 
morning, while the Ohio regiment which left 
New York on the St. Paul and Catania, bear- 
ing the District of Columbia volunteers, ar- 
rived at Siboney this evening in time to 
witness the battle, but not to participate. 
The St. Paul's arrival is timely, It carried 
large stores of ammunition and ‘quarter- 
master’s supplies. Shafter will replenish 
his supply of ammunition, much of which 
has been wasted in battles and skirmishes 
with the enemy. The St. Louis also carried 
shells and balls for the field siege guns and a 


small supply of smokeless powder, which, - 
“however, is not in time to be used in the bat- 


tle now being waged. General Guy V. Henry, 
cammander of the division which is made up 
of General Garretson’s and General Duf- 
field’s brigades, arrived with the St. Pauland 
will, if the enemy retreats, probably be sent 
upon instant pursuit.

OREGON’S. PART IN THE BATTLE 


Captain Clark Says His Ship Prevents 
| the Escape of the Cristobal 
: 


Off Guantanamo, “inks Morning, July 
9, via Kingston, Jamaica, July 10.—Captain 
Clark of the United States battleship Ore- 
gon, which did such remarkable work at the 
naval battle off Santiago de Cuba that re- 
sulted in the destruction of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron, says in his official report of 
the engagement t& Rear Admiral Sampson: 

“ The Spanish fleet turned to the westward 
and opened fire, to which our ships replied 
vigorously. For a short time there was an 
almost continual flight of projectiles over 
the ship, but when our line was fairly en 
gaged the enemy's fire became defective. 
As ‘soon as it was evident that the enemy’s 
ships were trying to break through and es- 
cape to westward we went ahead at full 
speed with the determination of carrying 
out to the utmost your instructions: ‘If 
the enemy tries to escape the ships must 
close and éngage him as soon as possible 
and endeavor to sink his vessels or force 
them to run ashore.’ 

‘** We soon passed all of our vessels except 
the Brooklyn. At first we used only the 
mafn battery, but when it was discovered 
that the enemy's torpedg boats were follow 
ing the ships we used our rapid-fire guns as 
well as the 6-inch guns upon them with tell- 
ing effect. 

“ As we runged up near the sternmost of 
their ships it headed fer the beach, evidently 
on fire. We raked it as we passed, rushing 
on for the next ahead, using our starboard 
guns as they were brought to bear; and be- 
fore. we had it fairly abeam it too was mak- 
ing for the bedch. The two remaining vessels 
were now some distance ahead, but our 
speed had increased to sixteen knots and 
the Vizcaya was soon sent to the shore in 
flames. 

**Only the Cristobal Colon was left, and 
for B& time it seemed as if it might escape. 
But when we opened with our forward tur 
ret guns and the Brooklyn followed, the 
Colon began to edge in toward the coast and 
{ts destruction was assured. As it struck 
the beach its flag went down. 

‘*The Brooklyn sent a boat to it, and when 
the Admiral caught up with the New York, 
Texas, and Vixen, the Cristobal Colon was 
taken possession of. I cannot speak in too 
high ,terms of the bearing and conduct of 
all on board this ship. When they found 
the Oregon had rushed to the front and was 
hurrying to a succession of conflicts with 
the enemy’s vessels, if they could be over- 
taken and would engage, the enthusiasm 
was intense. As. these Spanish vessels were 


$0 much more heavily armored than the 


Brooklyn they might have concentrated 


upon and overpowered it. 
‘*Consequently I am persuaded that but 
for the officers and men of the Oregon, who 


‘steamed and steered the ship and fought and 
supplied its batteries, the. Cristobal Colon 


and perhaps the Vizcaya would have es- 
caped.”’

Washington, D. C., July 10.—An electric 
car on the Congress Heights road, filled with 
passengers, crashed into a horse car of the 
Anacustia line tonight.

TWO FIRES WITH HEAVY Loss.

Pittsburg, Pa., July 10.—Fire tonight, 
which originated mysteriously in a stable in 
the rear of the World’s Theater in Federal 
street, Allegheny, destroyed the theater and 
the entire section fronting in the lower side > 
of Federal street, from the Sixth street 
bridge to the Boyle Block, and in the rear 
almost to Balkam street.

The armisiice which has been in force 
since Sunday, the 3d inst., is at en end, and 
the final battle which will result the cap- 
ture of Santiago has begun. General Toral 
made two propositions. He requested, first, 
that he be allowed to march out with arms 
and colors, agreeing to surrender at a dis- 
tance from the city; and, second, that he 
be allowed to take his army to Spain. Both 
these requests were refused. He was noti- 
fied that unconditional surrender alone 


would be accepted, This he declined, and 
battle began yesterday afternoon. 


All this parleying was unquestionably a 


ruse to gain time, but time could be of no 


benefit to the Spaniards. The two armies 
are only about half a mile apart. General 
Shafter’s army surrounds the city from the 
east, and his artillery commands Santiago 
from an elevated position. The fleet is off 
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over the hills into the city, and, if necessary, 
after it has demolished the outer fortifica- 
tions, it can clear out the mines and gointo 
the inner harbor, making the destruction of 
the city certain. | 
At this writing Santiago has not been 
captured, but its surrender or destruction

for; but if not, our responsibility con- 
tinueés. 
Meantime, since war is serious business 
and not a mere dress parade, we must strike 
and cripple Spain wherever we can. We 
have already struck her in the Philippines, 
and what we seize we shall certainly hold so 
long as it serves our purpose and so far as 
the responsibility incurred in destroying the 
existing government may carry us. We have 
also struck her in Puerto Rico, and the war 
will not end till we complete that conquest. 
If all this threatens other interests or dis- 
turbs our European friends, the only possi- 
ble answer is that we regret it as deeply as 
anybody can, but that we did not seek the 
war, and it is not to us that appeals should 
now be addressed to stop it. The only ra- 
tional interference for European nations is 
an interference with their feeble neighbor 
in its blind fight against fate. The sooner 
Spain is stopped the less she will be dam- 

aged.

Jobbers Report More thas te Average

Prospects Ahead for Business. 


One of the chief considerations in the 
financial situation during the week has been 
the feeling that the naval victory before 
Bantiago will insure a speedy return to con- 
@itions of peace. Security markets have re- 
@ponded to rumors of peace negotiations and 
undoubtedly will show substantial rallies if 
it is demonstrated that there has been a 
satisfactory basis for these rumors. Domes- 
tic industrial and financial conditions, aside 
from the existing state of war, are in the 
main favorable. The “ crop killers”’ have 
been abroad in the land, but still there isa 
genera! sentiment that this is to be a ban- 
ner year in the production of everything 
Taigsed on farms. There is considerable 

_@uestion as to the range of prices which 
will be finally established, but the effect of 
low values will be offset by generous pro- 
duction. Bank clearings indicate that the 


Volume of trade in this country this year _ 
_ will be greater than ever before. The num- | 
ber of failures reported is decreasing and. 


the passage of a uniform bankruptcy law 
will enable a great number of unfortu- 
mates to get on their feet once more. At 
this time the security market, while not par- 
ticularly active, hes a solid foundation. 
There never was more money in the coun- 
try. We have sold to other countries prod- 


ucts in excess of our purchases from them | 


to the extent of $600,000,000. Gold has been 
produced and imported in large quantities 
and the government fs borrowing millions 
of dollars on bonds, which will cost the 
banks so small a premium that they can 
well afford to issue circulation against them. 
The question is not one of money but one 


of confidence, and confidence seems to be 


returning. 

One of the’ principal factors contributing 
to. the revival of industry and commerce 
has been the removal, for a time at least, 
Of the doubts and uncertainties as to the 
imtegrity of the money standard. This re- 
turn to confidence has been supplemented 
by a large wheat crop and arise in the value 
of that cereal. The crop of last season has 
contributed enormously to the wonderful 
record made by our export trade, and the 
Creation of a trade balance in our favor 
without precedent in our history. So far as 
the export trade is concerned, the billion 
@ollar mark was passed twelve manths ago, 
at the close of the fiscal year 1897. The 
close of the fiscal ‘year 1898 finds the country 
beyond the twelve hundred million mark, 


thus surpassing the greatest previous year 


by almost $200,000,000. 
Exchange rules steady, with business at a 
minimum. There is now little doubt that 
the new taxes: will have the effect of killing 
off altogether a great deal of exchange busi- 
mess—namely: that which concerns ttself 
with the exchanging of bills and speculation 
for small turns. New York banks which 
have heretofore been accustomed to work 
at a small margin between the buying and 
selling price can do so no longer, as this 
margin has to be increased in order to pro- 
vide for the stamp.

these conditions. Orders continue to pour 
into all wholesale houses and manufacturing 
concerns are working to the limit of facili- 
ties in an attempt to meet the requirements 
of the trade. 

The all absorbing topic in many of the 
Hines has been the subject of the war rev- 
enue bill.

The attendance has been excellent 
and there is thought ta be no ground for the 
rumor, spread atthe track on Saturday, that 
a percentage was to be taken out of the 
purses during the remainder of the meeting 
The fact that the club has been paying $600 
and $500 purses a great deal of the time. 
where the rules required only $400 seems 
sufficient contradiction to this story. The 
revenue from the betting ring has been 
comparatively small, but in other respects 


Probably at no preceding meeting has the 
time been uniformly so fast. 
- There has been much complaint about 
In and out running all through the meet. 
ing, but the critics find trouble in designat.- 
ing many individual cases which appeared 
to deserve punishment. Although few 
favorites are winning, the successful horses 
almost invariably come from among the 
short priced horses—those, in ather words, ~ 
which seem to have a good chance. The ~ 
cases of horses winning ter being 


comparatively few, the most nota- 
ble exception being that of Daye 
Waldo on July 1, and now Dave Waldo 
stands barred from the track as the result 
of his poor showing on Saturday. The 
chances are that had not Dave Waldo been 
backed so heavily the day he did win in 
record breaking time he would not now be 
under the ban, his inconsisteticy heing little 
greater than that shown by some other . 
horses. 
Dave Waldo’s Racing. 

But where there iso evidence of any one 
profiting by the in-and-out running. of 
horses officials hesitate to believe there is 
fraud. Dave Waldo's running on the Lake- 
side and Harlem tracks was as true to form 
as it was possible for that of any horse to 
be. and his fate only goes to show thata 
big plunge on any horse ts always likely to 
attract sharp attention to him and leave his 
owners subject to suspicion if. he performs 
poorly in the future. There has been much | 
discussion over the race that got Dave 
Waldo into trouble. It was first, on the 
card on Saturday. Hurly Burly, with six 
furlongs in 1:13 tlat to her credit, was the 
favorite, and Dave Waldo, with six furlongs: 
in 1:12%, was the second choice At the 
time of his fast race Waldo carried 113 
pounds, and this time he carried 103, so it 
seemed he should run even faster, but he 
finished last, when, the time of the winner 
(Bangle) was only 1:144%. This seemed 
-conclusive evidence to many that Dave 
Waldo was tampered with, but on the other 
hand there are those who call attention to 
the fact that Dave Waldo and Hurly Burly 
went out to make the early pace, and, as 
both were fast, think that the two-killed 
themselves off. To them the comparatively 
slow time of the winner is by no meanscon- . 
vincing evidence of fraud. A feature that 
is considered against Dave Waldo, how- 
ever, is the fact that the heavily weighted - 
The Manxman kept close company to Waldo ; 
and Hurly Burly in the first part of the 
race, and yet was only a head away from 
the winner at the finish, while the two fa- 
vorites were far back.
